ev ening in his ba m lo t abo ut fiv e 
o ’clo ck. 
Mr. Rush w a s sev enty -fo ur 
y ea rs o f age la st Octo ber, but en­ 
jo y ed the v ery best o f health. 
He 
wa s a fine lo o king, ro bust man and 
the v ery picture o f go o d health. 
Mrs. Rush had just prepared sup­ 
per while her husband went to the 
ba rn lo t to lo o k a fter 
so me sto ck. 
She sent a bo y a fter him la ter o n, 
but the little fello w returned brea th­ 
less and with fea r written o n his 
fa ce, a nno unced that Mr. Rush had 
fa llen nea r the well 
in the ba m lo t. 
His w ife lo st no time in rea ching his 
sid e and w a s ho rrified to find him 
dead. 
Neighbo rs were summo ned 
a nd they 
ca rried the 
bo dy to the 
ho use. 
Co ro ner Co leman wa s ca lled, but 
« co uld no t find a ny marks o r ev idence 
o f ca use o f death o n the decea sed 
bo dy . 
A po st mo rtem ex am ina tio n 
d isclo sed that Mr. Rush 
had died 
fro m a v ery peculia r and rare afflic­ 
tio n. 
A piece o f tissue fro m u tumo r 
gro w th in the hea rt, had been carried 
thro ugh the heart and an a rtery to 
the brain when it fo rmed a clo t o n 
the brain, ca using death. 
Dr. C o le­ 
man sa id it w a s the first ca se o f a 
like na ture he ev er ex amined. 
Mr. Rush's first w ife and two o f 
his children hav e been dead sev era l 
y ea rs. 
Fpur children by his first 
w ife surv iv e, Mrs. J a m es Sheedy o f 
M o sco w.

W ashington, Mrrch 4.—In the pres­ 
ence of a mighty concourse of people 
William Howard Taft of Ohio swore 
today to “ preserve, protect and defend 
the constitution of the United States,” 
and by so doing became the twenty- 
seventh president of the United States. 
immediately after the administration 
of the oath to Mr. Taft by Chief J us­ 
tice Fuller the new president delivered 
his inaugural address to the crowds 
that filled the plaza in front of the 
east portico of the capitol. 
He spoke 
for nearly an hour, and then, turning to 
his escort, signified his readiness to 
leave the scene of the inauguration for 
the W hite House, his official residence 
during the coming four years. 
A way was cleared for the new pres­ 
ident, and, entering his carriage and 
escorted by his cavalry guard, he wras 
driven down Pennsylvania avenue to

Fairbanks rose and called tha session 
of the senate to order. 
After a brief 
valedictory address, in which he thank­ 
ed the senators for the courtesy and 
respect shown to him during his term 
of office, Mr. Fairbanks called to his 
rostrum the vice president elect, J ara°s 
Schoolcraft Sherman of 
N? v* 
York, 
and, the crowd standing, admi , vrr d 
to him the oath and turned vrr to L'm 
the gavel that is the outward symbol 
of the authority attaching to his new 
office. 
The first official act of the new 
vice president as presiding officer of 
the senate was to call the senate to 
order and direct the recently elected 
members to come forward and take 
the oath. 
This accomplished, Vice 
President Sherman declared the senate 
adjourned for the time being. 
Led by the sergeants-at-arms of the 
senate and house, the members of the 
two houses and 
the other officials 
marched through the corridors of the 
capitcl to the inaugural stand that had 
been 
erected 
at 
the 
east 
portico. 
As the retiring chief ex ecutive and his 
successor appeared at the main door 
of the capitol and proceeded to walk I 
to the front of the stand toward Chief 
J ustice 
Fuller, 
who, 
with 
Bible in | 
hand, awaited Mr. Taft, the troops 
massed in front of the stand and 
drawn up on two sides presented arms 
and a cheer rose from the crowd that 
ex tended as far as one could see from 
the stand. 
The crowd was very quiet 
as Mr. Taft repeated the words of the 
oath after J ustice Fuller, and their 
voices were plainly heard. 
Mr. Roosevelt did not accompany 
Mr. Taft back to the White House. In 
accordance with his previously an­ 
nounced plans, after the inauguration 
ceremonies he left the capitol for the 
railroad station, where he and Mrs. 
Roosevelt took an early train for New 
York. 
It is his intention to devote his 
time to the preparations for his com­ 
ing trip to the African Wilds. 


Protection For New President. 


Custom requires the president of the 
United States to take the oath of office 
and deliver the inaugural address in 
the open air, and Mr. Taft did not de­ 
part from the custom. 
However, in 
deference to the protests of those who 
believed that his health should not be 
endangered by the March air more 
than was absolutely necessary, the 
stand upon which he reviewed this aft­ 
ernoon’s parade was partly inclosed in 
glass, thus affording him considerable 
shelter. 
It is a wearisome task to 
watch marching bodies of men pass 
for several hours and acknowledge 
their salutes, but there is little doubt 
that 
President Taft will display as 
few signs of fatigue tonight as did his 
“ rough riding” predecessor four years 
ago. 
The taking of the oath in the only 
really essential part of the inaugura­ 
tion ceremonies, but only a compara­ 
tively small portion of the thousands 
visiting Washington can assemble be­ 
fore the capitol within seeing distance. 
For the rest 
the inaugural 
parade 
and the inaugural ball are the great 
features of the occasion. 
For four 
hours this afternoon the soldiers, sail­ 
ors and civilians marched down Penn­ 
sylvania avenue and past the presiden­ 
tial reviewing stand in front of the 
W hite House. 
President Taft’s escort 
from the capitol to the ex ecutive man­ 
sion was the famous Troop A of Cleve­ 
land, O.. k n *+ i in W ashington and 
j elsewhere as “ the black horse troop.” 


Big Parade Begins March. 


W hile President Taft and his guests 
had luncheon in the W hte House the 
parade waited. 
As soon as he made 
his appearance on the reviewing stand 
the grand marshal of the parade, Gen­ 
eral J . Franklin Bell, chief of staff of 
the United States army, gave the com­ 
mand to march and the procession 
began to move past the stand. 
Leading the great parade were the 
regular troops, 
including

Point cadets. 
Then came in turn the 
marine corps and the jackies of the 
navy, the latter including the men of 
the battleship fleet which circumnavi­ 
gated the world. After them came the 
militia organizations, and the civilian 
bodies wound up the procession.

If not, he ha s no conception of the 
powers a nd duties of the office upon 
which he is a bout to enter or he is 
la cking in a proper sense of the obliga ­ 
tion which the oa th imposes. 
The office of a n ina ugura l a ddress is 
to give a summa ry outline of the ma in 
policies of the new* a dministra tion so 
fa r a s they ca n be a nticipa ted. 
I ha ve 
ha d the honor to be one of the a d- 
wisers of my distinguished predecessor 
a nd a s such to hold up his ha nds in 
the reforms he ha s initia ted. 
I should 
be untrue to my self, to my promises 
-a nd to the decla ra tions of the pa rty 
pla tform upon w’hich I wa s elected to 
office if I did not ma ke the ma inte 
na nce a nd enforcement of those re­ 
forms a most importa nt fea ture of my 
a dministra tion. They were directed to 
th e suppression of the la wlessness a nd 
a buses of power of the grea t combina ­ 
tions of ca pita l Invested in ra ilroa ds 
.a nd in industria l enterprises ca rry ing

Further Action Needed.

freedom from a la rm on the pa rt of 
those pursuing proper a nd progressive 
business methods further legisla tive 
a nd ex ecutive a ction a re needed.

lief of the ra ilroa ds from certa in re­ 
strictions of the a nti-trust la w ha ve 
"been urged by my predecessor a nd will 
1>e urged by me. 
O11 the other ha nd, 
th e a dministra tion is pledged to legis­ 
la tion looking to a proper federa l su 
pervisiou a nd restriction to prevent ex ­ 
cessive issues of bonds a nd stocks by 
com pa nies owning a nd opera ting inter­ 
sta te commerce ra ilroa ds.

ta in enforcement of the la ws a ffect­ 
ing intersta te ra ilroa ds a nd industria l 
combina tions. 
1 hope to be a ble to submit a t the 
first regula r session of the incoming 
congress in December nex t definite 
suggestions in respect to the needed 
a mendments to the a nti-trust a nd the 
intersta te 
commerce 
la w 
a nd 
the 
cha nges required in the ex ecutive de­ 
pa rtments concerned in their enforce­ 
ment. 
“ Good a nd Ba d Trusts." 
It is belie red tha t with the cha nges 
to be recommended America n busi­ 
ness ca n be a ssured of tha t mea sure of 
sta bility a nd certa inty in respect to 
those things tha t ma y be done a nd 
those tha t a re prohibited, which is 
essentia l to the life a nd growth of 
a ll business. Sucb a pla n must include 
the right of the people to a va il them­ 
selves of those methods of combining 
ca pita l a ud effort deemed necessa ry to 
rea ch the highest degree of economic 
efficiency , a t the sa me time differenti­ 
a ting 
betw’een 
combina tions 
ba sed 
upon legitima te economic rea sons a nd 
those formed with the intent of crea t­ 
ing monopolies a nd a rtificia lly control­ 
ling prices. 
The work of formula ting into pra c­ 
tica l sha pe such cha nges is crea tive 
work of the highest order a nd requires 


dra w’n in good fa ith in a ccorda nce 
with promises ma de before the elec­ 
tion by the pa rty In power a nd a s 
promptly pa ssed a s due considera tion 
w’ill permit. 


Inherita nce Ta x Advoca ted. 
In the ma king of a ta riff bill the 
prime motive is ta x a tion a nd the se­ 
curing thereby of a revenue. 
Due 
la rgely 
to 
the 
business 
depression 
which followed the fina ncia l pa nic of 
1 007 , the revenue from customs a nd 
other sources ha s decrea sed to such 
a n ex tent tha t the ex penditures for 
the current fisca l y ea r w’ill ex ceed the 
receipts by $1 00,000.000. 
It is impera ­ 
tive tha t such a deficit sha ll not con­ 
tinue, a nd the fra mers of the ta riff 
bill must of course ha ve in mind the 
tota l revenues likely to be produced by 
it a nd so a rra nge the duties a s to se­ 
cure a n a dequa te income.

Persona lly I lia ve not the slightest 
ra ce prejudice or feeling, a nd recogni­ 
tion of its ex istence only a wa kens in 
my hea rt a deeper sy mpa thy for those 
w ho ha ve to bea r it or suffer from it, 
a nd I question the wisdom of a policy 
w’hich is likely to increa se it. 
Mea n­ 
time, if nothing is done to prevent, a 
better feeling between the negroes a nd 
the whites in the south wdll continue 
to grow, a nd more a nd more of the 
white people will come to rea lize tha t 
the future of the south is to be much 
benefited by the industria l a nd intel­ 
lectua l progress of the negro. The ex ­ 
ercise of politica l fra nchises by those 
of his ra ce who a re intelligent a nd 
well to do will be a cquiesced in, a nd 
the right to vote will be withheld only 
from the ignora nt a nd irresponsible of 
both ra ces. 


The La bor Question. 
There is one other ma tter to which I 
sha ll refer.

In previous a dministra tions 
a n a rbitra tion la w’ for intersta te com­ 
merce ra ilroa ds a nd their employ ees 
a nd la ws for the a pplica tion of sa fety 
devices to sa ve the lives a nd limbs of 
employ ees of intersta te ra ilroa ds ha d 
been pa ssed. 
Additiona l legisla tion of 
this kind wra s pa ssed by the outgoing 
congress. 
I wish to sa y tha t, in so fa r a s I ca n, 
I hope to promote the ena ctment of 
further legisla tion of this cha ra cter, 
i a m strongly convinced tha t the gov­ 
ernment should ma ke itself a s respon­ 
sible to employ ees injured in its em­

Two or three years ago this 
bread becam e very p op ular in Eng­ 
land. w here it w as “discovered” after 
having been eaten for decades on the 
continent, esp ecially in Holland. 
Fol­ 
lowing this examp le, Am erican bak ers 
and housew ives have now tak en up 
currant bread. 
Adding about three 
p arts of currants to seven p arts of 
dough m ak es a loaf which is said by 
food exp erts to be 50 p er cent more 
nourishing than ordinary bread. 
The 
currants 
them selves 
are 
rated 
by 
chem ists as being at least half again 
as nourishing as beef. 
One reason why currant bread has 
not become p op ular here before this is 
that when it has been m ade it has 
us ua l l y 
been 
oversw eetened. 
The 
bread 
now 
m ade 
is 
very 
slightly 
sweetened so tha t it can form a p art 
of everyday diet w ithout the inju­ 
rious effects p roduced by too large 
am ounts of cak e and p astry. 
Among 
the other advantages claim ed for cur­ 
rant bread is tha t it requires no but­ 
ter and is therefore much more 
eco ­ 
nomical. 
„By m any whole w heat currant bread 
is considered the best of all. 
This is 
how' it is m ade: Scald (do not boil) one 
and a half cup fuls of sw eet milk and 
one cup ful of w ater. 
W hen tep id add 
one-half cak e of com p ressed yeast, two 
tablesp oon t’uls of sugar and a teasp oon­ 
ful of salt. S tir in enough w hole w heat 
flour to m ak e a stiff batter. 
Allow to 
raise. 
W hen light add one egg. one 
tablesp oonful of melted butter, one 
cup ful of cleaned and dried currants. 
Beat well, then add whole w heat flour 
to m ak e a soft dough. 
W ork well, 
p lace in greased p ans, brush over with 
melted butter, let raise until light and 
then bak e in hot oven. 
W hen brown 
cool the oven one-half and bak e thirty 
m inutes longer.
